1928—1949 


Twenty-one years ago—on the 28th June, 1928, to be precise—the Dublin 
Operatic Society was founded by Maestro Cavalier Adelio G. Viani, with the 
co-operation of Mr. T. S. C. Dagg, for the purpose of producing Grand Opera, 
and with this incentive ever before it during the ensuing years the Dublin 
Operatic Society has spared no effort in an endeavour to produce Grand 
Opera. іп a manner worthy of the musical traditions of Dublin. 


In its early years under the expert guidance of its first Musical Director, 
Maestro Viani, the Society rehearsed and presented with great artistic 
success operas which were rarely, if ever, heard in Dublin, including La 
Sonnambula,” ‘‘ Lucia di Lammermoor,” '' L'Elisir D'Amore," and '' Gianni 
Schicci "—no mean feat for amateur singers, most of them students. 


With the progress of the years Guest Artists were introduced; this 
innovation created general public interest in the Society which by the high 
standard of its productions to date gave every indication that it had firmly 
established itself as one of the features of musical Dublin. 


Since its inception, in spite of many vicissitudes, and almost overwhelming 
difficulties, the Society has presented no less than twenty-nine Operas, as 
well as Ballet, and has introduced many Guest Artists of world, continental, 
and cross-Channel fame, all of whom, without exception, paid tribute to the 
good work being done by the Society in the cause of Grand Opera, and to quote 
only one of these tributes :—*“‘ the efficiency and enthusiasm of a grand 
Society was absolutely contagious, and will remain an everlasting memory.” 


It is the proud boast of the Society that.various well-known professional 
Artists and Musicians of to-day were launched upon their operatic career 
under the auspices of the Dublin Operatic Society, including May Devitt, 
John Lynskey, Patricia Black, James Johnston, whilst Lt. Col. J. M. Doyle 
also made his debut as an Operatic Conductor with the Society. 


The late John Count McCormack was patron of the Society from its in- 
ception in 1928 until the time of his death, and took a very keen interest in 
its progress. He presented many very valuable costumes which were, and 
still are, used in the Society's productions. 


Some years ago The Irish Hospitals’ Trust, Ltd., presented the Society 
with magnificent costumes to the value of some thousands of pounds and the 
Society is, therefore, in a position to dress any Opera which it decides to present. 


Since 1928 the Society has presentéd Operas in the three principal theatres 
in Dublin, and has also presented two Seasons of Opera in Cork Opera House. 


The Society was re-constituted in June, 1939, and again in June, 1945, 
and is at present under the management of a most energetic and efficient 
Committee, who, since their assumption of office, have presented many 
Seasons of Opera which were very successful, both financially and artistically. 


The subscription of Non-Performing Members is £2 2s. 0d. for which they 
receive a voucher entitling them to four reserved and numbered seats in the 
Dress Circle or the Parterre, per annum. Any person desiring to have his or 
her name enrolled as а Non-Performing Member should communicate with 
the Hon. Secretary.

ACI I.—Faust’s study. The philosopher Faust has spent his lifetime in the pur- 


suit of learning, and now feels that he is growing old and that there is nothing 
else to live for. He resolves to end it all with a dose of poison, but his hand is 
stayed by the sound of Easter carols. Mephistopheles enters and promises him a 
new lease of life and many joys which he has missed if he will sell his soul. The 
fiend then shows him a vision of Marguerite. Faust consents to the compact and 
is transformed into a handsome youth. 


ACT II.—An Open Square. A festival is in progress and students, soldiers, and 
citizens wander about singing and making merry. Valentine, a soldier about to 
set out for the wars, leaves his sister Marguerite in the care of Martha. Siebel, a 
boy, promises to be her champion. Mephistopheles now joins the throng of 
merry-makers and arouses popular interest by telling fortunes. He jests with 
Siebel on the subject of Marguerite, and Valentine overhears and resents his 
remarks. They draw their swords, but the fiend traces a circle of fire around him- 
self. Valentine and his friends hold up their swords like crosses and the evil one 
slinks away. The dance continues, and Faust enters and offers his arm to 
Marguerite, but she repulses him. 


ACT III.—Marguerite's Garden. Siebel brings a bouquet to Marguerite, but the 
flowers fade until he dips his hand in holy water. He then leaves them on the door- 
step and departs. Faust and Mephistopheles now enter, the fiend urging Faust 
to press his suit. Seeing the flowers, Mephistopheles departs to purchase a finer 
present. He soon returns with a casket of jewels, which he places beside the 
flowers, and both retire. Marguerite enters pondering over the handsome young 
gallant she saw in the market-place. She finds the casket and is delighted with 
the glittering gems, but does not wish to keep them. Martha, her companion, 
sees them and tells her she would be foolish to reject them. The fiend and 
Faust return, and the former beguiles Martha into a retired corner of the garden, 
leaving the coast clear for Faust who woos Marguerite so ardently and per- 
sistently that the girl surrenders. "eh 


ACT IV.—Outside the Church. The soldiers return victorious from war, among 
them Valentine. But his joy at seeing his sister again gives way to fury when he 
learns that she has been betrayed. At dusk Mephistopheles and Faust approach 
Marguerite's home and the fiend sings a mocking serenade. Valentine rushes out 
to avenge his sister's wrongs and crosses swords with Faust, but the latter, aided 
by the evil one, gives Valentine his death-blow. People rush in, and Marguerite 
bends over her dying brother, only to hear him curse her with his last breath. 
Marguerite goes to the church and endeavours to pray, but the mocking fiend 
intrudes even here and tells her that she is damned for ever. Overcome, she 
falls upon the floor. | «84. 


АСТ V.—The Prison Cell. Marguerite, ill and half mad, awaiting judgment for 
her misdeeds. Faust appears to her and urges her to cast in her lot with him and 
flee. She refuses to go, and says that she will submit to the will of Heaven. 
Faust and the fiend both urge haste, but Marguerite kneels in prayer. The prison 
walls open and angels rescue her and carry her upward, while the fiend claims 
Faust as his own.
